And that they were working hard towards the 
American Dream,” Emanuel told reporters in 
the Trump Tower lobby following the meeting.

Following the initial meeting, Emanuel met 
for an additional 20 minutes with Bannon, who 
previously worked as chief executive of Breit- 
bart News and Trump’s campaign manager. 

Emanuel, who served as White House chief 
of staff to Obama and as a senior adviser to 
former President Bill Clinton, said his meeting 
with Trump started on “White House opera- 
tions, how to make that work.” 

Emanuel said he also discussed Chicago’s 
status as a sanctuary city 
Trump has pledged to deport millions of

Emanuel said he and Trump also discussed 
infrastructure and how the mayor has sought 
to revamp the City Colleges of Chicago to bet- 
ter prepare students for growing fields of em- 
ployment. 

“If it runs on roads, rails or runways, that 
investment brings an economic engine to the 
city” Emanuel said. “Through transportation, 
talent and training, [we] can drive economic 
growth.” 

Emanuel did not take questions from re- 
porters in the Trump Tower lobby but con- 
cluded that the meeting was “very good.”

“I was clear about where I stood and other 
mayors stood on immigrants, that we welcome 
them because they are ... striving for the Amer- 
ican Dream,” Emanuel said, “but also then how 
to make as a city and as a country key invest- 
ments in both the talent, the training, as well as 
the transportation to drive economic growth.” 

The mayor’s meeting marked the second 
time an Emanuel brother has met with Trump 
since the election. 

Hollywood talent agency CEO Ari Emanuel 
met with Trump at the wealthy developer’s 
New Jersey golf course last month. Trump re- 
peatedly has called Ari Emanuel a friend, and 
the younger Emanuel once represented the 
former reality TV star.

CAPPIE PONDEXTER’! GAME SPEAKS FOR ITSELF, 

AND NOW SHE’S USING HER STORY TO INSPIRE OTHERS

hicago isn’t short on young men who have become household names 
in basketball. Walk past any patch of blacktop in the city and you’ll see 
kids donning jerseys of those who inspire them: Derrick Rose, Jabari 
Parker, Dwyane Wade and others immediately come to mind. 


But what about girls who need hoops role 
models? There are many players who fit the 
bill, though the name that floats to the top of 
the list is Cappie Pondexter. 

The West Side native and Sky guard took 
another step on her journey toward legend- 
ary status last week when Rutgers University 
retired her No. 25 jersey She is the third Scar- 
let Knight on the women’s side to receive that 
honor and the first black woman. 

“I’m so thankful to God that he has allowed 
me to play the game of basketball and accom- 
plish all these amazing things,” Pondexter told 
RedEye. “And I prom- 
ise you, I never imag- 
ined any of this. All I 
said growing up as a kid 
was I want to play pro- 
fessional basketball, 
that’s all I said. And 
God has allowed me 
to do so much more 
than what I imagined 
and dreamed and am 
still probably going 
to accomplish. So I’m 
definitely thankful and 
I’m excited to see this 
jersey go up at Rutgers 
University Abu know 
as an African-Ameri- 
can female, this is big 
for me.” 

Raised by a single mother, Pondexter grew 
up in North Lawndale. Like many neighbor- 
hoods in Chicago, that community area has 
been haunted by violence. North Lawndale 
saw 24 homicides in 2015 and has seen 31 so far 
in 2016, according to Tribune records. 

Pondexter credits her mother, Vanessa, with 
shielding her from potential dangers. 

“My mom sheltered me throughout my 
elementary and high school years,” Pondex- 
ter said. “She really didn’t allow me to roam 
around Chicago like that. She always knew my 
whereabouts. I grew up in a very religious back- 
ground, so the kind of things that most kids 
get away with, I wasn’t really able to. I went 


from home to the gym, home to after-school 
programs; my mom had close tabs on me. I re- 
ally didn’t have to go through too much. {She 
taught me to] just stay out of harm’s way she 
taught me right from wrong and I just needed 
that to make sure I was always on the right 
track. She is my backbone.” 

When she got to Marshall Metropolitan 
High School, Pondexter planted the seeds of 
her legacy under the guidance of coach Doro- 
thy Gaters, a legend in her own right. 

“She was a competitor,” said Gaters, who 
has led the Commandos to eight state cham- 
pionships, including 
one with Pondexter 
in the fold, in the 
1998-99 season. “The 
first time she came 
over to our gym, our 
best player was on the 
floor. So I tossed a ball 
out to see if the kids 
could do basic things 
with the ball. She 
gave the ball to the 
other girl and just got 
in a defensive stance. 
That’s still very fresh 
in my mind. I just 
thought, ‘Wow, she’s a 
competitor.’ ” 

In 2001, Pondexter 
became the first play- 
er to win back-to-back Illinois Ms. Basketball 
Awards. At Rutgers, the point guard was an 
All-American and finished her career there 
second all-time in scoring (2,211 points), sixth 
in assists (470) and tied for ninth in steals (213). 

There would be more highlights to come, 
however. 

Drafted by Phoenix with the second pick in 
the 2006 WNBA draft, Pondexter’s 11 seasons 
in the league have been star-studded. A seven- 
time All-Star who has won two WNBA titles 
(2007 and 2009), Pondexter was the Linals 
MVP in 2007. She won an Olympic gold medal 
in 2008, and last season she was named one of 
the top 20 players in WNBA history for the

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league’s 20th anniversary: 

“When they named the top 20, just to see the 
other amazing female athletes I was around, I 
grew up watching them, so just to be a part of 
something special like that, it really shows me 
that I did put a lot of hard work in,” Pondexter 
said. There’s still so much that I want to ac- 
complish. I want to win a championship here 
in Chicago. That’s like a dream-come-true 
moment right there. To be able to say I’m still 
top 20 and still have more left inside of me, 
it gives me a lot of hope and hopefully I can 
change lives at the same time.” 

Changing lives in her hometown is a plan 
that almost wasn’t, until a phone call altered 
the course of her career. 

‘Actually when {then- Sky general manager] 
Pokey [Chatman] called me, I was about to 
sign to L.A.,” Pondexter said. “She kinda plant- 
ed the seed, and I was like, OK, it makes sense. 
I took a few days and thought about it before 
I actually signed with Chicago. My mom and 
dad are getting older, and my grandparents [are 
as well], so I just thought it made sense for me, 
especially to finish my career to be back home, 
be around where I started.” 

Where she started is where many young 
girls are right now The platform Pondexter has 
from her status as a pro athlete and business- 
woman— she co-owns 4 Season Style Manage- 
ment— allows her to influence youths through 
camps and personal conversations at practices 
across the city 

“It was a big inspiration for her to come here 
and let us hear her story not just as a player 
but as a person,” said Terrinique Battle, a se- 
nior forward at Simeon Career Academy “She 
doesn’t let anyone tell her what she can’t do, 
and even if they do, she proves them wrong. A 
girl that played basketball made it out of Chi- 
cago, made it to the WNBA, made it overseas, 
and I play basketball, too. It makes me think I 
can do the same things she did, since Pm going 
through the same stuff.” 

Someone else who can empathize with 
Pondexter is the Bulls’ Wade. Professionally 
both are trying to bring a championship to 
their hometown teams before their respec- 
tive careers end; Wade is 34 and Pondexter is 
33. Personally each has lost family members to 
violence. In fact, each had a cousin who was 
killed this past August. 

Part of their desire to give back stems from 
having lost loved ones far too soon. 

“We talked about [how we can help],” Pon- 
dexter said. “It was right around the time I lost 
my cousin and he lost his cousin, so it was like, 
Ao, we gotta do something, man.’ ’Cause hon- 
estly the people need it, the kids need it, and 
we have that power to make a difference, so I 
think it’s important that we do figure some- 
thing out together.” 

From her outreach to schools in the city 
to the camps she launched this summer, part 
of Pondexter’s legacy will be in the lives she 
touched by sharing her story

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“That’s something that I want to continue 
to do because the females, they don’t really 
have that role model, that female role model 
presence; the guys do,” she said. “So I definite- 
ly want to make my presence known in that 
area. I want to continue to speak to the young 
women in urban communities because they 
need to understand what it’s like to be able to 
follow your dream and see that firsthand, be- 
cause a lot of times they don’t see it, they don’t 
understand it because it’s not around them. 
As a young kid who grew up in a single-parent 
home, my mom took care of me by herself and 
we grew up in the urban community so I know 
what it’s like firsthand.”

T ransitioning from fall to win- 
ter in Chicago feels a lot like 
battening down the hatches 

of a ship at sea. We blanket win- 
dows in shrink wrap, crank up the heat with 
little regard for impending bills, unpack boxes 
of downy sweaters and rubbery boots, and 
take stock of the booze supply There’s not 
much worth leaving the house for aside from 
a steady paycheck and Thai takeout rations. 
But when the whiskey runs dry, venture out to 
Baptiste & Bottle, the swanky new restaurant 
and bar on the 20th floor of the Conrad Chi- 
cago Hotel, and ask for the Fig Daisy 
A rich blend of molasses rum, lime juice, 
syrup made from Rare Tea Cellar Berry 
Meritage tea and housemade fig marmalade 
arrives topped with a confetti-like shower 
of shaved nutmeg and fresh fig garnish (a 
little bite to keep you above water should the 
weather outside turn frightful). It’s a seasonal 
twist on the infinitely versatile daisy cocktail 
formula— spirit, citrus, sweetener and bit- 
ters— that results in a complicated mouthful 
of savory sweet and tart flavors. Plus, it’s 
substantial enough to really curl up to while 
you thaw at the bar. The real star of the show 
is the housemade marmalade, which is just 
another way to make those fall feels last, said 


beverage director Michael Fawthrop (Lon- 
donHouse, Cantina 1910). 

“It’s a great way to utilize fruit at the 
peak of its season and make your cocktails 
really delicious as well,” Fawthrop said. “Our 
Chicago winters don’t really give us the best 
produce, so we buy two or three flats of figs 
at a time. We’ll make one into marmalade 
and save two for garnishes.” 

The menu is flush with other hyper-sea- 
sonal sippers including Autumn Leaves ($13), 
a blend of bourbon, hot apple cider, allspice 
and bitters, and Sweater Vest ($13) with mez- 
cal, lemon juice, creme de cacao, cinnamon 
and egg white. Fawthrop said he’ll continue 
switching things up as the seasons shift. But 
if a second round is in the cards, shop the 
classic cocktails section of the menu, where 
you’ll find a handful of standbys done right, 
including my personal favorite: a boozy 
tummy-warming sazerac ($13). 

And for goodness’ sake, stay afloat with 
tasso-spiced pork rinds ($4) and spiced nuts 
studded with hunks of thick bacon ($6), two 
salty, crave-worthy bar snacks that will help 
even the most seasoned captains weather the 
storm.
